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THE  ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE  MEDICAL  OFFICER  OF  HEALTH 


FOR  THE  YEAR  1965 


To  the  Chairman  and  Meribers  of  the  Council 


Mr.  Chairman  and  Members, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  the  report  of  the  health  of 
the  district  for  the  year  1965. 

During  the  year  the  fluoridation  of  water  supplies  was 
discussed  by  most  councils  in  the  area.  Kirbymoorside  and  Malton 
Rural  District  Councils  approved  the  principle  of  the  fluoridation 
of  water  supplies.  Pickering  Rural  District  Council  has  postponed 
a decision  and  Helnsley  Rural,  Malton  Urban  and  Pickering  Urban  District 
Councils  have  rejected  the  proposal.  It  liras  evident  that  a number  of 
councillors  had  been  influenced  by  publications  condemning  fluoridation. 
Those  who  spoke  against  the  measure,  almost  without  exception,  repeated 
statements  culled  from  this  material.  It  is  difficult  to  believe  that 
anyone  capable  of  reading,  far  less  independent  judgement,  could  be 
influenced  by  the  hotchpotch  of  half  truths,  false  associations  and 
direct  lies  expressed  in  this  propaganda.  Every  reputable  body, 
including  an  expert  committee  of  the  World  Health  Organisation,  the 
British  Medical  Association  and  the  British  Dental  Association,  x^hich 
has  examined  the  evidence,  has  unreservedly  recommended  the  fluoridation 
of  water  supplies  as  a measure  which  could  improve  dental  health  without 
danger  to  the  health  of  the  community. 

The  Ryedale  Water  Board  operates  the  public  water  supplies  in 
the  area.  When  the  local  authorities  controlled  their  own  water  under- 
takings it  was  the  responsibility  of  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  to 
advise  on  the  health  precautions  required,  to  be  aware  of  possible 
sources  of  pollution,  the  effectiveness  of  treatment,  the  results  of 
sampling,  the  health  of  employees  who  might  endanger  the  water  supplies 
and  to  be  aware  of  the  day  to  day  activities  of  the  authority.  Your 
Medical  Officer  does  not  know  of  arrangements  in  the  area  of  the  Board 
for  the  overall  medical  supervision  of  the  Water  Board  in  relation  to 
public  health.  To  quote  the  Annual  Report  of  the  Chief  Medical  Officer 
to  the  Ministry  of  Health  (1964) , "the  responsibility  for  the  whole- 
soneness  of  the  supply,  employing  such  expert  advice,  medical  or  other, 
as  may  be  necessary  for  ensuring  this,  is  squarely  on  the  shoulders  of 
the  water  authority,  be  it  a Joint  Water  Board  or  local  authority, 

....  ....  It  is  clearly  in  the  interests  of  both  the  water  authority 
and  the  consumers  that  constant  vigilance  by  personnel,  expert  in  their 
various  spheres,  should  be  maintained  to  ensure  that  no  danger  can  arise 
from  a public  water  supply."  Until  some  permanent  arrangement  has  been 
made  your  Medical  Officer  continues  to  examine  employees  of  the  Board 
both  from  the  public  health  point  of  view  and  for  superannuation  purposes. 

Brucella  Abortus  was  isolated  from  a sample  of  cream  on  sale 
to  the  public.  This  organism  causes  a disease  in  man  called  Brucellosis 
but  it  is  not  notifiable  and  therefore  accurate  information  as  to  its 
prevalence  is  not  available.  Cases  have  occurred  from  time  to  time  in 
this  area.  There  is  no  doubt  that  infection  by  Brucella  Abortus  is  * 
common  in  cattle  and  until  measures  are  taken  to  eradicate  this  disease 
all  milk  and  cream  should  be  heat  treated  before  sale. 

During  the  year  action  had  to  be  taken  on  two  occasions  under 
Section  47  of  the  National  Assistance  Act,  1948.  This  involves  the 
compulsory  removal,  under  certain  circumstances,  of  persons  who  are 
aged  and  infirm  or  otherwise  incapacitated.  The  necessity  for  action 
under  this  section  is,  to  some  extent,  a measure  of  our  failure  to 
deal  with  some  of  the  problems  of  the  aged.  Most  Councils  provide 
small  dwellings  for  old  people,  with  or  without  the  supervision  of  a 
warden,  and  the  increase  in  this  kind  of  provision  should  lead  to 
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improvements.  It  is  only  under  the  most  desperate  conditions  that 
action  is  taken  under  Section  47  but,  for  every  case  where  compulsory 
powers  are  used,  several  people  are  persuaded,  much  against  their 
wishes,  to  accept  permanent  accommodation  in  a hospital  or  home. 

Where  modern  facilities  for  heating,  lighting,  washing,  cooking  and 
sanitation  are  available  compulsory  or  even  persuasive  action  to  effect 
removal  has  not  been  used  because  it  is  possible,  in  such  circumstances, 
to  make  arrangements  for  care  at  home.  Certain  people  may  prefer 
institutional  care  and,  in  some  cases  it  may,  in  the  end,  become 
inevitable  that  hospital  care  is  required,  but  for  the  majority,  it  is 
essential  that  everything  possible  should  be  done  to  enable  people  to 
remain  in  their  own  homes  in  the  environment  to  which  they  are  accustomed. 
Reference  to  the  details  given  in  the  section  on  Domestic  Help  shows  how 
much  has  been  done  through  this  service  to  keep  people  in  their  o\m  homes. 
Many  of  those  who  provide  this  service  give  more  of  their  time  than  they 
are  paid  for.  They  do  much  to  ease  the  problems  of  those  who  are  too 
infirm  to  manage  by  themselves. 

There  has  been  a great  deal  of  discussion  and  some  action 
lately  on  the  revision  of  local  government  boundaries  and  a Royal  Commission 
is  now  considering  the  structure  of  local  government.  There  are  several 
artificial  boundaries  within  authorities  which  urgently  require  revision. 

In  relation  to  the  problem  of  the  care  of  the  aged  and  handicapped  it  is 
essential  that  early  action  should  be  taken  to  revise  the  County  Council’s 
services  so  that  the  problem  of  the  aged  and  infirm  could  be  more 
efficiently  administered.  Under  the  existing  system  of  area  administ- 
ration within  the  county  the  Area  Medical.  Officer  deals  directly  viith 
the  individuals  concerned,  with  general  practitioners,  health  visitors, 
home  nurses  and  the  hospitals  and  is  an  officer  of  the  County  Council 
and  of  the  District  Councils.  By  the  integration  of  the  health,  welfare 
and  housing  services  the  problems  of  housing,  home  help,  home  nursing 
care,  hospitalisation  and  institutional  care  can  be  dealt  with  as  one. 

It  is  probable  that  much  more  effective  arrangements  for  early  and  temporary 
admission  to  hospitals  and  county  homes  could  be  arranged  so  that  people 
are  enabled  to  remain  independent  in  their  own  homes  as  long  as  possible. 

It  is  high  time  that  a change  was  made  in  the  arrangements  for 
the  recovery  of  the  minimum  charge  for  home  help  from  people  entitled 
to  National  Assistance.  Under  existing  arrangements  the  person  employing 
the  help  pays  5 /-  per  week  which  is  refunded  by  the  National  assistance 
Board.  This  involves  people,  often  very  old  and  forgetful,  in  obtaining 
postal  orders  on  which  they  have  to  pay  poundage  and,  in  some  instances, 
postage.  It  also  involves  a certain  amount  of  clerical  tine  in  writing 
and  posting  receipts.  It  should  not  be  beyond  the  bounds  of  official 
ingenuity  to  devise  some  means,  with  the  National  Assistance  Board  or 
the  Exchequer,  by  which  a Imp  sun  repayacnt  could  be  made  of  the  money 
involved.

FOOD  rOISONING 


KIRBZMOORSIDE  RUHX  DISTRICT 

Notified  Cases  - 5 


The  cause  of  this  outbreak  was  not  ascertained 
bacteriologically  but  the  pattern  of  the  incident  and  the 
illnesses  of  those  affected  pointed  to  the  likelihood  that 
it  was  staphylococcal  food  poisoning.  Four  of  those  affected 
were  in  one  family. 

This  outbreak  involved  intensive  investigation  of  a 
milk  source  from  outside  the  district  which  resulted  in  the 
finding  that  this  particular  source  was  unlikely  to  have  been 
responsible. 


MaLTON  RURAL  DISTRICT 

Notified  Cases  - 1 

One  adult  female  was  notified  as  suffering  from  an 
infection  with  Salmonella  Typhimurium.  The  person  affected  had 
been  feeding  calves  among  which  there  was  an  infection  with  the 
same  organism.  This  does  not  appear  to  have  been  strictly  a food 
poisoning  incident  because  the  source  of  infection  appears  to  have 
been  the  calves. 


MALTON  URBAN  DISTRICT 

Notified  Cases  - 1 Unnotified  Cases  - 1 

One  case  of  infection  with  Salmonella  typhimurium  was 
notified  in  an  adult  male.  This  man  was  dangerously  ill  for  a long 
time  but  ultimately  made  a good  recovery.  During  routine  invest- 
igation it  was  found  that  his  child  was  also  affected  by  the  same 
organism  but  had  a very  mild  attack  which  would  have  passed  unnoticed 
had  not  laboratory  investigation  been  carried  out. 


NICKERING  URBAN  DISTRICT 

Notified  Cases  - 1 Unnotified  Cases  - 1 

One  case  of  infection  by  Salmonella  Typhimurium  phage 
type  29  was  notified  and  another  was  found  in  the  sane  family 
during  routine  Investigation.  The  source  of  the  infection  was 
not  traced.  - - -

KIREf  MOORS  IDE  RURAL  DISTRICT 

The  procedure  in  the  North  Riding  for  dealing  with  this 
problem  is  as  follows.  When  any  evidence  of  the  presence  of 
Brucella  abortus  in  raw  milk  is  found,  the  herd,  from  which  the 
sample  originated,  is  investigated.  Should  any  animals  be  found 
to  be  excreting  the  organism  in  milk  an  undertaking  is  obtained 
from  the  dairy  farmer  to  the  effect  that  the  affected  cattle  will 
be  segregated  and  only  milk  from  the  unaffected  animals  will  be 
sold  untreated.  If  the  County  Health  Inspector  is  satisfied  that 
the  farmer  is  able  to  comply  with  these  conditions  the  undertaking 
is  accepted. 


A sample  of  cream  originating  from  a farm  in  the  district 
on  20th  October,  19&5 , was  found  to  be  infected  with  Brucella 
abortus  despite  the  fact  that  the  farmer  had  given  an  undertaking 
in  writing  with  regard  to  the  herd.  This  positive  result  was 
reported  by  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  on  5th  November,  1965 , 
and  an  order  requiring  the  treatment  of  all  milk  from  this  farm 
was  issued  under  the  Milk  and  Dairies  (General)  Regulations,  1959, 
on  that  date.  The  farmer  did  not  comply  and  proceedings  to  obtain 
a conviction  under  those  regulations  were  started. 

;ifter  the  herd  had  been  fully  investigated  a further 
undertaking  was  obtained  from  the  farmer  and  the  order  for  treatment 
of  milk  was  withdrawn  on  17th  November,  1965*

GENERAL  PROVISION  OF  HEALTH  SERVICES  FOR  THE  RYEDALE  AREA 

For  the  purposes  of  the  day  to  day  administration  of  the  Local 
Health  Authority* s Services  under  Part  III  of  the  rational  Health 
Service  Act,  194 6,  the  North  Riding  is  divided  into  10  areas. 

The  Ryedale  Area  consists  of  the  Urban  Districts  of  Malton  and 
Pickering  and  the  Rural  Districts  of  Helrnsley,  Kirbymoorside,  Malton 
and  Pickering.  The  Area  Health  Sub-Committee,  to  which  the  Area  Medical 
Officer  is  responsible,  consists  of  representatives  of  the  County  Council, 
the  District  Councils  and  co-opted  members.  This  Sub-Committee  meets  six 
times  per  year. 

AMBULANCE  services 

The  Area  is  served  by  Ambulance  Stations  at  Kirbynoorside  and 
Malton.  The  following  table  shows  total  mileages  and  number  of  patients 
carried  by  each  station.

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NURSING  SERVICES  - (INCLUDING  HOME  NURSING „ HEALTH  VISITING  1 MIDWIFERY) . 

The  Area  is  divided  into  15  nursing  districts.  The  nurses  appointed 
to  these  districts  undertake  Home  Nursing,  Health  Visiting  and  Doniciliaiy 
Midwifery. 


In  recent  years  it  has  been  difficult  to  recruit  nurses  who  are 
qualified  Health  Visitors  and  nore  recently  it  has  even  been  difficult  to 
find  applicants  for  vacancies  who  have  a qualification  in  Midwifery. 

.The  area  is  at  present  served  by  14  full  tine  and  two  part  time 
nurses.  6 nurses  are  qualified  Health  Visitors,  9 have  nursing  and  mid- 
wifery qualifications  and  one  of  the  part  tine  nurses  has  qualified  as  a 
District  Nurse.  It  has  been  extremely  difficult  to  arrange  relief  for 
holidays,  normal  off  duty  and  sickness  amongst  the  nursing  staff.  Had  it 
not  been  for  the  co-operation  of  the  nurses  and  their  willingness  to  take 
on  extra  duties  it  would  have  been  nearly  impossible  to  provide  for  the 
nursing  needs  of  the  area  at  tines. 

The  majority  of  confinements  take  place  in  hospital  and  only  a few 
at  home .

DOMESTIC  HELP  SERVICE 

This  service  has  shown  a steady  increase  throughout  the  past  fifteen 
years  and  it  is  anticipated  that  it  will  continue  to  grow.  Recruitment  of 
people  to  provide  this  service  is  not  easy  and  it  is  possible  that  the  demand 
may  outstrip  the  available  labour. 

A great  number  of  people  who  would  otherwise  require  care  in  a hone 
or  in  hospital  are  enabled  to  remain  in  their  own  hones.  The  provision  of 
small  modern  houses  by  local  authorities  with,  in  some  cases,  the  supervision 
of  a warden,  has  increased  the  possibility  for  people  to  remain  at  hom^/\or 
■without  the  provision  of  domestic  help.  ..part  from  the  fact  that  few  people 
willingly  leave  home  for  the  last  time  this  care  in  the  hone  represents  a 
very  considerable  saving  over  the  alternative  of  admission  to  hospital  or 
a home ,

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CHIROPODY 


This  service  is  provided  for  people  on  retirement  pensions,  disabled 
persons  and  expectant  mothers.  A standard  charge  of  2/-  per  preatment, 
which  may  be  waived  under  certain  circumstances,  is  made. 

This  service  is  provided  at  3 centres,  viz.,  Malton,  Pickering, 
Kirbymoorside,  Helmsley,  Welburn,  Terrington,  Sherriff  Hutton  and  Bulmer. 
There  is  a total  of  356  sessions  per  annum.  Where  the  patient  is  unable 
to  attend  a Clinic  because  of  a physical  handicap  domiciliary  treatment 
is  provided.

Nursing  aids  are  supplied  on  request  by  the  Area  Health  Office  on  the 
recommendation  of  the  general  practitioner  or  nurse.  In  certain  cases  extra 
items  of  diet  may  be  provided.  'Hearing  Aid  accessories  are  provided  at  the 
Area  Health  Office  at  Pickering. 

HEALTH  EDUCATION 

Most  of  this  work  is  carried  out  by  nurses  and  doctors  in  clinics 
and  in  the  home.  Occasionally  formal  lectures  with  the  aid  of  film  strips 
and  other  visual  material  may  be  given. 

HOSPITALS

If  these  figures  are  related  to  live  births  it  would  appear  that 
more  than  75%  of  children  have  received  primary  immunisation  against 
Poliomyelitis,  Diphtheria  and  Whooping  Cough.  The  figures  for  booster 
doses  are  lower  than  they  should  be. 

The  Health  Department  of  the  County  Council  propose  to  use  a 
computer  from  1st  January,  1966,  to  ensure  that  accurate  up  to  date 
figures  can  be  given  at  any  time  and  that  the  follow  up  of  children 
during  courses  of  immunisation  and  for  booster  doses  can  be  made  easier.

GENERAL 


Work  was  commenced  during  the  year  under  review  on  the  construction  of 
sewers  and  Sewage  Disposal  Work s in  the  villages  of  Hutton-le-Hole  and  Lastingh 
and  both  these  schemes  will  be  in  operation  during  1966.  Further  investigation 
into  the  proposed  system  of  sewers  and  Sewage  Disposal  at  Nunnington  was  Carrie 
out  and  an  alternative  scheme  proposed.  

The  two  Council  houses  at  Hutton-le-Hole  were  completed  and  at  the  end  of 
the  year  the  two  houses  and  four  flats  at  Queensway,  Kirkbymoorside  were  in  an 
advanced  stage  of  construction.  Much  work  has  been  put  into  the  proposed  site 
fo±.01d  Peeples  Bungalows  at  Dale  End,  Kirkbymoorside  and  this  should  be  shown 
during  1966  with  definite  proposals  for  work  to  start.  There  is  still  need  f 0: 
additional  houses  in  Kirkbymoorside  where  the  Industry  at  present  in  the  town 
continues  to  thrive  and  in  some  instances  expand.  There  appears  to  be  a 
continuing  decline  in  the  number  of  young  families  living  in  the  moorland 
villages  which  are  in  the  North  Yorks  Moors  National  Park  area  and  it  is  a 
matter  of  conjecture  as  to  whether  additional  houses  would  encourage  such 
families  to  remain  in  the  villages  or  whether  travelling  to  work  (mainly  in  the 
towns  such  as  Kirkbymoorside)  would  be  a deterrent.  

Brucella  abortus  was  isolated  at  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  in  a sample 
of  cream  obtained  from  a shop  in  Kirkbymoorside  and  the  source  was  found  to  be 
a re  mailer/ producer  in  the  district  where  the  owner  had  given  an  undertaking  to 
segregate  the  injected  cattle.  A notice  was  served  by  the  Medical  Officer  of 
Health  requiring  milk  produced  on  the  farm  to  be  treated  before  sale  and  as  the 
Notice. was  not  complied  with  a Summons  was  issued.  After  a deferment  the  Case 
was  still  to  be  heard  at  the  end  of  the  year. 

The  increased  amount  of  work  due  to  the  construction  of  Sewage  Disposal 
Systems  has  resulted  in  a decline  in  the  number  of  routine  visits  made  to  food 
chops,  Factories  etc.  and  no  visits  have  as  yet  been  made  to  the  properties 
covered  by  the  Offices,  Shops  and  Railway  Premises  Act.  This  situation  is 
unavoidable  in  a small  district  where  major  works  are  undertaken  and  routine 
visits  will  be  instituted  as  soon  as  time  permits. 

The  duties  carried  out  continue  to  increase.  Not  only  are  there  more 
Council  Houses  to  maintain  but  the  number  of  sewage  disposal  systems  are  also 
on  the  increase.  New  legislation  in  the  form  of  Acts  and  Regulations  is 
constantly  being  produced  and  although  it  is  obviously  essential  that  this  is 
enforced  there  will  be  delays. 

It  is  proposed  to  close  two  of  the  three  refuse  tips  in  the  district  to 
afford  a saving  in  time  and  money  but  also  to  reduce  the'  number  of  sites 
attractive  to  flies  and  rodents.  Wherever  possible-  the  keeping  of  records  and 
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cornpletion  of  returns  is  being  done  by  a secretary.

In  spite  of  increased  figures  which  may  be  approved  when  assessing  the 
amount  o"  grant,  the  number  of  applications  has  fallen  to  that  of  1963*  It  is 
now  possible  for  the  Council  to  award  an  increased  Standard  Grant  where  a 
septic  tank  is  necessary,  a piped  supply  of  water  is  being  laid  from  the  mains 
into  the  house  for  the  first  time  and  where  it  is  necessary  to  extend  the  house 
to  pro’  'ide  a bathroom.  Of  the  16  Grants  approved  three  of  them  were  awarded 
increased  Grants  and  in  all  cases  this  was  due  to  the  need  to  provide  a septic 
tank.  This  Grant  is  now  very  attractive  and  there  appears  to  be  no  reason  why 
ov.ners  should  not  make  more  use  of  it. 

DISCRETIONARY  GRANTS 

As  in  the  previous  year  7 applications  were  received  for  Discretionary 
Grants  of  which  6 were  approved  and  1 was  refused.  The  latter  has  been 
recommended  for  approval  but  became  ineligible  due  to  the  improvement  works 
having  commenced  prior  to  the  approval  of  the  Grant  and  continuing  even  though 
the  owner  was  advised  to  cease  all  operations.  It  is  anticipated  that  the  only 
applications  for  this  Grant  will  be  in  respect  of  property  which  the  owner 
intends  to  thoroughly  renovate  or  possibly  to  complete  improvements  started  with 
the  aid  of  a Standard  Grant. 

Since  these  Grants  were  instituted  a total  of  149  applications  have  been 
received,,  At  the  end  of  1954,  Ill  schemes  had.  been  completed  and  in  1965  a

further  9 were  carried  out  which  attracted  Grants  totalling  £2,940.  The 
position  at  the  end  of  1965  is  that  of  the  149  applications  received  120  have 
been  completed  and  Grants  have  been  paid  in  the  sum  of  £34,309*  10.  Whilst 
122  schemes  have  been  completed  a total  of  127  houses  have  been  improved 
giving  an  average  cost  per  house  of  £270.  2.  ~. 

SLUM  CLEARANCE 

An  undertaking  that  the  property  would  not  be  used  for  human  habitation 
was  given  by  the  owner  of  an  old  war  time  bungalow  at  Wombleton  Aerodrome. 

Planning  permission  was  later  given  by  the  North  Riding  County  Council  for  the 
property  to  be  used  as  a grain  store.  One  sub-standard  property  was  taken  out  of 
housing  use  and  an  additional  sub-standard  house  was  improved  but  added  to  the 
adjoining  cottage  to  form  one  unit  of  accommodation.  A further  7 properties 
which  were  previously  considered  to  be  unfit  have  been  brought  up  to  the  Housing 
Act  standard.  Before  further  action  can  be  taken  in  this  direction  it  will  be 
necessary  for  additional  housing  accommodation  to  be  provided  and  in  the  meantime 
it  will  only  be  possible  to  deal  with  the  individual  properties  either  by  use  of 
undert rkings,  Closing  or  Demolition  Orders  and  improvement  works  were  appropriate. 

COUNCIL  HOUSES 


The  two  houses  under  construction  at  Hutton-le-Hole  at  the  beginning  of  the 
year  were  both  completed  and  let  and  favourable  comments  have  been  received 
regarding  the  appearance  of  the  houses.  Local  stone  was  used  in  their 
construction  and  this  blended  well  with  surrounding  property. 

Work  was  started  on  the  construction  of  4 flats  and  2 three  bedroomed 
houses  at  Queensway,  Kirkbymoorside  and  this  will  see  the  use  of  all  undeveloped 
sites  at  present  in  the  Council's  ownership  on  the  Queensway  site. 

Land  at  Dale  End,  Kirkbymoorside  was  purchased  during  the  year  and  outline 
plans  were  prepared  which  would  allow  for  the  construction  of  20  bungalows,  10 
houses  together  with  communal  hall  with  warden's  flat  above.  Bungalows  are 
sorely  needed  in  Kirkbymoorside  and  it  is  anticipated  that  when  these  are  occupied 
family  houses  will  become  available  in  other  parts  of  the  town. 

The  majority  of  jobs  are  either  in  Kirkbymoorside  or  within  a short  distance 
thereof  .and  very  few  men  are  needed  in  the  villages  except  for  agricultural  work 
and  this  work  tends  to  diminish  rather  than  to  increase.  If  the  construction  of 
new  houses  can  be  concentrated  in  Kirkbymoorside  over  the  next  few  years  it  will 
give  an  opportunity  for  the  housing  requirements  in  the  villages  to  be  assessed. 

At  the  end  of  1965  the  following  undeveloped  sites  were  owned  by  the  Council 

Apple ton-le-Moors  (Sites  remaining  for  two  houses) 

Hutton-le-Hole  (Sites  remaining  for  two  houses) 

Spaunton  (Sites  remaining  for  two  houses) 

Dale  End,  Kirkbymoorside  (Sites  remaining  for  say  30  units) 

From  this  it  will  be  seen  that  the  Council,  apart  from  the  Dale  End  site, 
do  not  own  land  capable  of  being  used  for  development  following  the  immediate 
proposals.  Every  effort  should  be  made  to  obtain  additional  suitable  land.

From  this  it  will  be  seen  that  Nos.  27  and  29  Dale  End  have  been  added 
to  the  total  and  these  were  purchased  together  with  the  land  needed  for  Building 
purposes. 

Throughout  1965  Council  house  repair  work  was  carried  out  by  the  local 
Contractors  but  delays  occurred  particularly  where  builders  or  joiners  were  needed 
and  the  interest  shown  by  painters  in  Council  house  work  was  very  small.  In  this 
re  peot  only  one  Contract  was  let  for  the  painting  of  8 houses  and  the  work  was  not 
completed  due  to  the  poor  weather  conditions.  It  will  be  necessary  for  this  work 
to  be  carried  out  during  1966.  A total  of  £2,08l.  was  expended  in  the  period 
under  review. 


FOOD  ADMINISTRATION 
Milk  Supplies  - Brucella  Abortus 

It  has  been  the  practice  since  the  County  Council  became  responsible  for  the 
registration  of  Dairies  that  milk  samples  were  only  taken  when  it  was  found  that 
the  County  Public  Health  Inspector  v/as  not  himself  taking  samples  in  this  District. 
During  the  year  brucella  qbortus  was  isolated  in  samples  taken  by  the  County 
Inspector  from  individual  cows  at  Jersey  Manor  Farm,  Kirkbyrnoorsi.de.  Further 
samples  were  taken  and  the  owner  gave  an  undertaking  that  the  affected  cows  would 
be  segregated  from  those  from  which  he  obtained  milk  to  retail  as  raw  tuberculin 
tested.  In  spite  of  this  undertalcing  a sample  of  cream  taken  from  Watson's  shop 
in  Kirkbymoorside  by  the  County  Inspector  gave  a positive  result  upon  culture  for 
brucella.  The  Medical  Officer  of  Health  considered  the  circumstances  justified 
the  service  of  a Notice  requiring  the  milk  to  be  treated  and  on  the  5th  November, 
1965  a Notice  under  Section  20  of  Part  VII  of  the  Milk  & Dairies  (General) 
Regulations  1959  was  served  on  Mr.  Watson. 

A sample  of  milk  was  taken  five  days  later  which  was  found  to  be  untreated. 

A Summons  has  been  issued  against  Mr.  Watson  for  non-compliance  with  the  Notice 
but  the  case  had  not  been  decided  before  the  end  of  the  year.  25  samples  of  raw 
milk  were  submitted  for  analysis  of  which  1 was  found  to  be  positive  brucella 
abortus.

FOOD  PREPARATION  PREMISES 


There  are  two  shops  in  Kirkbymoorside  where  the  trade  of  fish  frying  is 
carried  out  and  there  continue  to  be  three  producers  of  sausages,  pies  and  potted 
meat. 


ICE  CREAM 


There  are  now  22  premises  registered  by  this  Authority  for  the  sale  of  ice 
cream  and  all  retail  pre-packed  varieties.  Cold  mix  ice  cream  continues  to  be 
retailed  in  the  District  from  delivery  vans. 

FOOD  POISONING 

In  August,  1965  cases  of  food  poisoning  were  reported  during  the  same  weekend 
from  a single  person  in  Kirkbymoorside  and  a family  in  Kirkbymoorside.  The  source 
of  the  infection  is  not  known  but  was  thought  to  be  from  staphylococci. 
Investigations  were  carried  out  but  with  no  success.  There  was  no  common  food 
stuff  involved  other  than  milk  and  water  and  no  other  cases  were  confirmed  in  the 
District.  It  was  known  that  those  involved  had  travelled  fairly  extensively  during 
the  previous  few  days. 

SHOPS,  STALLS  AND  VEHICLES 

Most  of  the  food  shops  in  the  District  continue  to  be  small  family  concerns 
where  the  proprietor  is  in  charge.  There  is  an  increased  awareness  that 
perishable  products  must  be  kept  in  refrigerated  cabinets  and  the  continued  move 
towards  pre-packed  food  stuffs  avoids  contamination  during  the  retail  stage.  The 
bulk  of  vehicles  in  use  in  the  District  are  either  for  the  delivery  of  bread  and 
confectionery  or  for  the  delivery  of  meat  and  meat  products. 

The  only  stalls  in  use  are  those  in  the  market  each  Wednesday  where  the 
main  products  on  sale  are  green  grocery  and  wet  fish. 

SHELL  FISH  REGULATIONS 


There  is  nothing  to  report. 
BAKE  HOUSES 


There  remains  only  one  property  in  Kirkbymoorside  where  bread  and  cakes  are 
manufactured  for  sale. 

MEAT  INSPECTION 


No  Public  Slaughterhouses  are  in  use  in  the  District  and  there  are  only  two 
private  Slaughterhouses.  It  has  been  possible  to  inspect  all  meat  intended  for 
human  consumption  but  this  involves  carrying  out  this  duty  at  Nunnington 
Slaughterhouse  each  Sunday.  Maximum  charge  of  2/6d.  per  beast,  9d.  per  pig  and 
6d.  per  sheep  are  being  made  for  this  service. 

No  trace  of  tuberculosis  has  been  found  and  almost  all  condemnations  have 
been  of  casuaLty  animals.  The  butchers  continue  to  purchase  high  class  animals 
and  the  Nunnington  Slaughterhouse  became  a dead  weight  centre  during  the  year.

The  most  noticeable  increase  in  factory  work  in  this  District  was  at  the 
Kirkbymoorside  works  of  Messrs.  Slingsby  Sailplanes  Ltd.  and  Messrs.  Pre-Made 
Joinery,  Both  these  firms  occupy  the  same  site  in  Ings  Lane,  Kirkbymoorside 
and  additional  accommodation  has  been  provided  there  during  the  year. 

OFFENSIVE  TRADES 

There  are  no  designated  offensive  trades  in  this  area. 

OUT  WORKERS 


No  out  work  is  carried  on  in  this  District. 
WATER  SUPPLIES 


Apart  from  private  supplies  to  isolated  farmsteads  in  Bransdale  and  Farndale 
the  area  is  well  served  from  mains  under  the  control  of  the  Ryedale  Joint  Water 
Board.  The  bulk  of  the  water  is  chlorinated  and  supplies  throughout  1965  seemed 
to  be  adequate.  As  this  was  a year  in  which  there  was  regular  rain  fall 
conditions  may  not  be  quite  so  satisfactory  in  a time  of  drought.  This  will  be 
particularly  so  in  the  villages  of  Appleton-le-Moors , Lastingham  and  Spaunton  where 
a scheme  has  been  suggested  by  the  Board's  Engineer  and  it  is  hoped  that  it  will  be 
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carried  out  as  expeditiously  as  possible. 

The  supply  to  Low  Mills  is  apparently  now  not  quite  up  to  standard  but  this 
may  possibly  be  due  to  lack  of  storage  accommodation  and  it  is  understood  that 

the  Engineer  has  the- problem- in  mind. No  samples  were  submitted  for  chemical 

analysis  during  the  year  and  there  is  no  information  as  to  the  flouride  content 
of  all  the  supplies.  A total  of  43  bacteriological  examinations  were  made  of 
which  4l  were  satisfactory. 

The  Water  Board's  Bye  Laws  take  into  account  the  plumb o -solvent  action  . of  . 
some  of  the  moorland  supplies.  There  are  1,419  dwellinghouses  supplied  with 
water  from  public  mains  direct  into  the  house,  20  supplied  by  means  of  stand 
pipes  and  103  private  supplies.

Kirby  Mills  Sewage  Disposal  Works 

These  works  have  operated  quite  satisfactorily  during  the  year  and  no  serious 
complaints  have  been  received  regarding  smell.  A solution  of  an  o’dour  control 
compound  continues  to  be  used  whenever  weather  conditions  require  it. 

Experiments  have  been  carried  out  throughout  the  year  with  the  use  of  straw 
on  the  drying  beds  and  to  date  there  is  every  indication  that  this  gives  quicker 
drying  of  the  sludge  together  with  easier  handling  of  the  dried  material  both 
when  removing  it  from  the  beds  and  when  subsequently  removed  to  farmland. 

Every  effort  is  made  to  restrict  the  amount  of  rain  water  entering  the 
sewers.  All  rain  water  from  new  buildings  is  required  to  be  piped  to  soak-a-ways 
where  possible.  The  sewerage  system  in  Kirkbymoorside  is  combined  in  that  surface 
water  and  foul  sewage  are  both  drained  to  the  sewer  and  consequently  during  wet 
weather  the  Disposal  works  are  operating  to  capacity. 

Hut ton-le -Hole 


All  the  main  sewers  in  the  village  had  been  laid  before  the  end  of  the 
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year  and  work  was  in  progress  on  the  Disposal  Works.  This  scheme  will  be  in 
operation  during  1966  and  all  houses  in  the  village  are  capable  of  being  connected. 

Lastingham 

At  the  end  of  the  year  work  was  in  progress  on  the  construction  of 
with  completion  of  the  scheme  envisaged  in  May  1966.  The  completion  of 
two  schemes  will  remove  all  pollution  by  drainage  from  the  streams-  which 
attraction  for  visitors  in  both  villages. 

Nunnington 

A revised  scbane  was  considered  for  the  village  of  Nunnington  which  would 
involve  new  sewers  in  the  village  together  with  a pumping  main  from  there  to  the 
existing  works  at  Harome.  These  works  already  receive  sewage  from  the  villages 
of  Nawton  and  Wombleton  in  this  District  and  the  villages  of  Beadlam  and  Harome 
in  the  Helmsley  Rural  District.  The  whole  system  is  operated  by  a Joint  Committee 
of  the  two  Councils  and  the  approval  of  that  Committee  to  this  scheme  has  been 
obtained.  A revised  basis  for  contributions  has  been  agreed  and  details  are  now 
being  prepared  by  the  Council's  consulting  Engineer  so  that  application  may  be 
made  for  planning  approval  and  provision  of  Rivers  Board  approval.  If  this  scheme 
is  carried  forward  it  will  mean  that  an  additional  village  will  be  sewered  without 
additional  sewage  disposal  works  having  to  be  maintained  with  the  resultant  saving 
in  time  and  expense.

The  most  significant  problems  of  drainage  in  the  District  have  been  the 
need  to  limit  the  amount  of  rain  water  in  the  Kirkbymoorside  sewers  in  order  to 
minimise  surcharge  and  similarly  prevent  the  discharge  of  rain  water  into  sewers 
at  Kirby  Mills  and  Hutton-le-Hole  particularly  from  the  point  of  view  of  pumping 
costs.  This  will  also  apply  at  Nunnington.  At  Lastingham  again  the  rain  water 
is  being  kept  out  for  there  is  adequate  alternative  drainage  by  means  of  the  old 
village  drains  or  direct  to  the  village  stream.  - — • - 

Under  the  Building  Regulations  1965  which  come  into  force  on  the  1st  February, 
1966,  the  minimum  size  of  septic  tanks  has  been  increased  to  600  gallons  and  this 
will  be  enforced  under  all  applications  submitted  after  that  date. 

The  Council  continue  to  encourage  the  provision  of  W.C. 's  and  help  financially 
either  by  way  of  Improvement  Grants  or  of  a £10.  Grant  under  the  Public- Health 
Act  1936  specifically  towards  the  cost  of  converting  an  earth  closet.  A further 
32  conservancy  type  closets  were  converted  to  the  water  carriage  system  during  the 
year. 


PUBLIC  CLEANSING 

Continued  use  was  made  throughout  the  year  of  the  Bedford  12  cubic  yard 
side  loading  refuse  collection  vehicle  but  since  it  is  12  years  old  it  is 
obviously  due  for  replacement.  Where  regular  breakdowns  are  encountered  it  is 
very  difficult  to  maintain  the  service  by  the  use  of  open  vehicles.  Delivery  of 
an  So  & D.  Fore  & Aft  tipper  was  made  at  the  end  of  the  year  and  this  vehicle  will 
be  in  use  at  the  beginning  of  1966.  Although  this  vehicle  will  cost  much  more  than 
an  ordinary  side  loader  its  advantages  are  numerous.  The  extra  cost  is  offset  by 
the  fact  that  one  load  of  compressed  refuse  will  be  the  equivalent  of  approximately 
3 loads  of  the  old  vehicle  and  this  will  give  savings  in  running  -costs  and  in  man 
power.  It  will  help  to  offset  the  shorter  working  week  and  will  reduce  the  amount 
of  dust  and  blown  paper  which  often  occurs  during  loading  particularly  in  times  of 
high  wind.  The  compression  of  the  refuse  is  more  important  now  that  so  much 
wrapping  material  is  being  used  with  less  of  the  heavy  matter  such  as  ashes. 

The  refuse  tip  at  Cockerill  Quarry,  Wombleton  continues  as  the  main  site  for 
tipping  and  will  provide  accommodation  for  many  more  years.  Two  other  tips  are 
in  use  namely  those  at  Kirkdale  Howl  near  Kirkbymoorside  and  at  High  Lane,  Nawton 
but  these  are  only  used  for  the  reception  of  refuse  from  local  collections.  As 
soon  as  the  new  vehicle  is  in  use  it  is  proposed  that  these  two  tips  should  be 
closed  so  having  only  the  one  main  tip  which  will  reduce  the  amount  of  time  needed 
to  treat  the  area  for  rats,  maintain  access  roads,  cover  the  tip  area  and  generally 
maintaining  it  in  a reasonable  and  tidy  condition.  - • 

The  collection  service  has  been  maintained  as  in  previous  years  with  weekly 
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visits  to  Kirkbymoorside , Kirby  Mills,  Keldholme,  Welburn,  Nawton  and  Wombleton 
with  fcrtnightly  collections  in  the  villages  and  a visit  'once  every  four  weeks  to 
the  moorland  parishes.  The  cost  for  the  year  of  Public  Cleansing  is  £2,437.  6.  7. 
This  shows  a slight  increase  over  the  previous  year  due  to  rising  costs  by  way  of 
road  fund  licence,  materials,  wages  etc.  It  is  inevitable  that  this  figure  will 
continue  to  increase. 

PUBLIC  CONVENIENCES 

The  Public  Conveniences  at  Crown  Square,  Kirkbymoorside  and  Low  Mills, 

Farndale  are  both  the  responsibility  of  this  Council  for  cleansing  but  the  ones 
in  Farndale,  being  owned  by  the  North  Riding  County  Council,  are  maintained  by 
them.  The  Kirkbymoorside  Conveniences  have  always  had  a certain  amount  of  damage 
caused  to  them  and  in  1965 » whilst  the  damage  was  small,  the  painted  surfaces  were 
regularly  defaced. 

Wash-hand  basins  are  provided  in  both  the  Ladies  and  Gents  sections  at  Low 
Mills  and  in  the  Ladies  section  at  Kirkbymoorside  but  no  hot  water  is  provided 
nor  towels.  Without  supervision  it  is  considered  that  if  these  facilites  were 
to  be  provided  they  would  only  be  subjected  to  mis-use.  Hot  water  would  be  an 
advantage  particulary  for  cleansing  and  it  is  considered  that  this  could  be 
provided  in  a suitable  position  in  another  part  of  the  Kirkbymoorside  building. 
Receipts  for  the  year  were  Kirkbymoorside,  £26.  16.  5«  and  Farndale,  £l6.  14,  -. 

The  Farndale  Conveniences  are  basically  provided  for  the  numerous  visitors 
to  the  Dale  particularly  for  the  daffodil  season  but  they  are  also  open  for  the 
rest  of  the  summer  for  the  ever  increasing  number  of  visitors.  The  village  of 
Hutton-le-Hole  appears  to  receive  far  more  visitors  than  any  other  part  of  this 
District  and  it  is  pleasing  to  note  that  the  North  Riding  County  Council  are 
actively  pursuing  a proposal  to  obtain  land  for  a car  park  with  Public  Conveniences. 
Providing  this  land  can  be  obtained  in  the  village  it  will  be  possible  to  drain 
into  the  new  sewer. 

OFFICES,  SHOPS  AND  RAILWAY  PREMISES  ACT  1963 

This  Authority  is  responsible  under  this  Act  for  enforcing  the  requirements 
relating  to  certain  shops  and  offices  within  the  District.  No  visits  to  the 
premises  concerned  have  yet  been  made  but  this  will  be  carried  out  as  soon  as  time 
permits. 

CARAVAN  SITES  AND  CONTROL  OF  DEVELOPMENT  ACT  i960 

At  the  end  of  1965  there  were  3 licenced  sites  within  this  District,  2 of 
which  were  for  individual  caravans  and  the'  other  was  for  3 units.  All  of  these 
are  sites  which  were  in  use  at  the  coming  into  operation  of  the  Act.  Contraventions 
of  the  Act  were  observed  on  six  separate  pieces  of  land  within  the  District  involving 
a total  of  13  caravans.  One  applied  for  planning  permission  which  was  refused  and 
all  the  offending  caravans  were  removed  by  informal  action.  A further  site  on  which 
3 caravans  were  stationed  had  planning  permission  refused  and  the  Act  will  be 
enforced  provided  the  applicant  makes  no  appeal  against  the  decision. 

There  are  two  certificated  locations  of  the  Caravan  Club  namely  land  at 
Wombleton  disused  Aerodrome  (Mr.  Hannan)  and  land  at  the  rear  of  the  Crown  Inn, 
Hutton-le-Hole  (Mrs.  N.  Payne).  There  are  no  commercial  sites  in  this  District. 

CLEAN  AIR  ACT  1956 

No  action  has  been  necessary. 

LIMESTONE  QUARRY  - DUST 

The  Management  of  the  Limestone  Quarry  situated  at  Appleton  Common  have 
experimented  with  several  forms  of  dust  extraction  equipment  and  although  an 
improvement  did  result  the  typeof  equipment  used  did  not  prove  satisfactory  in 
all  respects.  The  firm  state  that  they  are  obtaining  revised  equipment  and  it  is 
hoped  that  this  work  will  considerably  reduce  the  amount  of  dust  which  still  enters 
the  atmosphere  after  passing  through  the  existing  equipment. 

SWIMMING  POOLS  AND  BATHS 

There  are  no  public  swimming  pools  or  baths  in  this  District  but  a combined 
Committee  of  the  Pickering  Urban  and  Rural  Councils  together  with  members  from  this 
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Authority  is  preparing  a scheme  for  the  erection  of  a Swimming  Pool  on  a site  at 
Pickering. 

PREVENTION  OF  DAMAGE  BY  PESTS  ACT  1949 

One  Rodent  Control  operative  is  employed  fulltime  in  this  District  and  that 
of  Helmsley.  This  method  of  co-operation  in  controlling  rodents  has  proved  very 
satisfactory  and  no  serious  problem  has  been  presented  by  rodents  within  the 
District.  There  is  no  doubt  that  this  is  due  to  the  fact  that  regular  visits 
and  treatments  are  made  throughout  the  District  with  the  emphasis  being  upon 
prevention  of  a major  investation  rather  than  allowing  it  to  develop  and  then 
treating  it. 

Reports  have  been  received  from  parts  of  the  country  of  warfarin  resistance 
but  this  does  not  exist  at  the  moment  in  this  locality  and  good  results  are  obtained 
with  the  use  of  this  chemical. 

The  several  refuse  tips  and  sewage  disposal  systems  are  regularly  treated. 

273  visits  for  rodent  control  work  were  made  during  the  year  and  treatments  carried 
out  as  required.  The  cost  of  the  service  is  recovered  where  businesses  are 
involved  but  otherwise  it  is  free.  The  amount  recoverable  from  such  business 
premises  during  1965  was  £72.  11.  5» 

BUILDING  BYE-LAWS 

All  plans  submitted  for  Building  Bye-Law  approval  are  dealt  with  and  all 
applications  for  planning  permission  are  deposited  at  this  office  where  or© copy 
is  retained  and  the  other  forwarded  to  the  No.  3 Area  Planning  Committee  of  the 
County  Council. 

It  is  usual  for  anyone  submitting  plans  for  Bye  Law  approval  to  make  themselve 
aware  of  the  requirements  of  those  Bye  Laws  and  the  plans  invariably  comply  with 
them.  On  very  few  occasions  have  the  plans  had  to  be  returned  to  the  applicant 
for  amendment  prior  to  submission  to  the  Council  for  approval.  Invariably  the 
schemes  submitted  for  planning  approval  are  less  definite  and  it  is  usual  to 
obtain  the  views  of  the  Council  so  that  these  may  be  available  to  the  No.  3 Area 
Planning  Committee  at  their  meetings.  In  general  there  have  been  very  few  schemes 
submitted  which  could  be  considered  to  be  objectionable.  At  times  it  becomes 
difficult  for  the  owner  of  property  to  comply  with  this  Council’s  requirements  to 
bring  a property  up  to  a suitable  standard  for  human  habitation  and  at  the  same 
time  to  maintain  reasonable  elevations.  This  is  particularly  so  in  relation  to 
lighting  where  many  first  floor  cottage  windows  before  improvement,  are  at  floor 
level  and  obviously  need  to  have  dormer  windows  provided. 

The  Public  Health  Act  1961  provides  for  the  issue  of  Building  Regulations 
in  place  of  the  existing  Building  Bye  Laws  and  it  is  proposed  that  these 
Regulations  shall  come  into  effect  on  the  1st  February,  1966.  The  following 
table  shows  the  number  of  plans  submitted  for  Bye  Law  and  Planning  approval:

The  new  primary  school  at  Nawton  was  completed  during  the  year  and  a 
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scheme  for  the  provision  of  W.C.’s  at  the  Hutton-le-Hole  village  school  are' being 
prepared  by  the  North  Riding  County  Council  for  installation  as  soon  as  the  new 
sewer  becomes  operational  there. 

CONCLUSION 

Public  Health  work  consists  in  the  main  of  regular  routine  visits  and 
enquiries.  These  are  usually  unobtrusive  but  so  very  essential  to  attain  and 
maintain  the  minimum  standards  found  over  the  years  to  be  necessary. 

Occasionally  there  is  a major  step  forward  as  when  new  sewage  disposal  works 
were  built  for  Kirkbymoorside.  The  next  year  for  such  satisfaction  must  surely 
be  1966  when  the  twro  new  sewage  disposal  works  come  into  commission  (with  new 
Public  Conveniences  at  Hutton-le-Hole?)  and  the  new  vehicle  to  improve  refuse 
collection.  This,  of  course,  involves  heavy  expenditure  with  no  financial  returns 
I am  sure,  however,  that  there  is  no  better  investment  than  in  the  health  and 
well-being  of  the  inhabitants  of  the  district. 

In  the  main  it  has  be-ai possible  to  obtain  the  co-operation  of  members  of  the 
public  and  no  more  than  informal  action  has  been  .necessary.  On  occasions  the  use 
of  formal  action  ..is  required  and  the  appropriate  notices  are  then  served  and 
enforced. 

Much  of  - the.  work  requires  patience  and  persistence  and  I am  grateful  to  the 
Council  for  the  interest  and  understanding . which  members  have  shown.
